Joseph Ferdinand's arm y in southern 
Poland and the additional strain which 
this has placed on the G erm an G en­ 
eral von Mackensen’s arm y to 
tho 
right has postponed, it Is believed in 
m ilitary circles here, the threatened 
G erman 
offensive In the west, and 
there now is a possibility that the a l­ 
lies will be the first to take the of­ 
fensive. 
In support of this it is pointed out 
that the attacks by the German crown 
p n n re 's arm y in til*- VVoevre, which 
the German press announced was the 
beginning of a general move forward, 
have ceased and what fighting is go­ 
ing on along the western front con­ 
sists of artillery engagements, a few 
isolated attacks and counter attacks 
by infantry, which m ake little or no ^ 
difference in the positions of tile op- ^ 
posing forces. 
The British, according to the French 
report, have repulsed a G erm an attack 
The G erm an reports, however, allude 
to this as a British attack and B er­ 
lin says it was repulsed with consid­ 
erable' loss. 
In fact the French and 
Germ an reports are generally co n tra ­ 
dictory' in respect to w hat fighting 
has taken place, but from the trend of 
them It is evident that neither side 
has attem pted anything of a decisive 
nature and it is believed here th at it 
may he weeks yet before they do so. 
So far as the G erm ans are 
con 
cerned m ilitary observers assert they 
are hound to carry out their offen­ 
sive against the Russians until there 
is some decisive engagem ent such us 
the capture of the Lublin-Chol rail 
way. which it is asserted would have 
been in their hand* before now if the 
A ustrians advancing tow ard the city 
laid not been driven back. 
R eports freon neutral sources are to 
the effe-t th at to make good their 
efforts against the Russians the tier 
m ans are moving troops which were 
intended for the w estern front to the 
east. 
To a certain extent this seems 
confirmed bv the statem ent 
in the 
Russian official report th a t reinforce­ 
m ents have reached A rchduke Joseph 
Ferdinand and th at General van Mack- 
onsen also commenced an office which, 
however, broke down under the R u s­ 
sian fire. 
While the military critics still are 
undecided w hether the Russians will 
make their stand on their present lines 
cr fall beck to the Bug river 
thus 
abandoning the fortresses of lvnngo- 
I od and V arsuw, it is agreed th a t Hie 
co unter-attack which they have, ds- 
' eloped has postpone*, for a time et 
least the necessity for any further 
retirem ent. 
T here is no confirmation of the re ­ 
ported Italian victory on the Corso 
plateau, but dispatches from Rome say 
that Italian troops are m aking good 
progress in their work of capturing 
the m ountains around Triest, which 
they hope to take before commencing 
the advance on the city itself, thus 
avoiding a bombardment of the town, 
which is largely Inhabited by their 
compatriots.

Battle for Hill. 
Paris, July ll.— After battling for 
120 days for the hill between Bethune 
and A rras the French forces are in 
possession of all the eminences look­ 
ing out upon th e plain of Flanders. 
Lille, Douai and C am brai all are visi­ 
ble from here. 
Every position along 
the broad national road between A rras 
and B ethune has been won except Bou­ 
cher,, and last night another quarter 
mile of trenches in the Souchez web 
was torn away. 
The attack was made 
under parachute rocket lights, 
the 
French burning bluish w hite and the 
G erm ans greenish white, covering the 
scene of the desperate conflict with a 
ghastly glow. 
The most desperate fighting ha* been 
along the short ten mile front from

Transport Crews to 
Be Dismissed But

The German reply to the American 
note is in the hands of the secretary 
of state at W ashington and after a 
careful study of the document Secre­ 
ta ry Lansing m ay proceed to * Cornish, 
N H .

Adv'cc-s

Action by the United States, it is 
said, is not expected for at least a n ­ 
other week. 
The reports from the eastern th e ­ 
atre of w ar are m eager in details and 
except for the fact th a t the Austro- 
G erm an advance which last week was 
moving swiftly has received a hard 
check, little is known of the happen­ 
ings either in Poland or Galicia. 
The Vienna official comm unication 
states merely th at there has been no 
change on any of the fronts.

general headquarters reports a ‘local

K rasnostav. which lies 34 miles to the
